ACHS asks General Assembly to forgo portions ofPSAE

For the second time within two 
school years, the Antioch Community 
High School (ACHS) Dist. 117 board 
of education has approved submit- 
ting a request to be considered by the 
General Assembly that it be exempt 
from having students take certain 
portions of the Prairie State 
Achievement Exam (PSAE). 

Supt. Dennis Hockney testified 
on behalf of ACHS, the only district 
in the state to do so, both this past 
May in Springfield and June in 
Sycamore on the matter. 

The PSAE is a combination of 



the ACT and other standardized 
testing. Hockney explained previ- 
ously, "We use a different test, the 
CTPIII (developed by the same com- 
pany as the SAT), that tracks stu- 
dents over their four-year high 
school experience. It's a better test 
for assessing high school ability." 

According to Hockney, the 
Senate Education Committee 
adopted a resolution to deny a num- 
ber of statute modification requests 
including ACHS's PSAE waiver 
request. However, Senator Dan 
Cronin (R-Elmhurst) worded the 
resolution (SJR 28, Cronin) to allow 
for resubmission this fall. 

The high school is opposed to 



portions of the PSAE on different 
levels. Hockney contends that the 
ACT is best used for what it was 
designed: to predict college success. 

"If we wait to test students until 
they've been here three full years, we've 
missed our opportunity to address spe- 
cific needs," he said. "Our tests cover all 
the same information, but we test stu- 
dents over the four years." 

Additionally, ACT rules require 
rigid testing protocols. There must 
be one proctor for every 25 students. ' 
A minimum distance of 3 feet 
between students must be main- 
tained. The testing area is to be quiet 
and free of distractions such as class 
bells and lockers slamming shut.

TRAK helps cops find missing people

The Antioch Police Dept. has 
added a new weapon to its arsenal to 
help track missing and abducted 
children: the TRAK (Technology to 
Recover Abducted Kids) computer 
system. 

"Hopefully we never have to use 
it for the acronym," said Detective 
Sgt. Craig Somervillc. "I don't think 
we've begun to scrape the surface of 
the uses for this.* 1 

The system was created by 
SocialTech, a non-profit organiza- 
tion, and is comprised of a comput- 
er, monitor, scanner, printer and 
user friendly program that allows 
police to create and disperse infor-' 
mation to other police departments 
as well as pertinent institutions 
within the community. 

The output is a full-color flyer 
that can be sent directly to other 
TRAK users via ATT's fax broadcast 
system, faxed over a regular tele- 
phone line or used as a physical flyer 
to be displayed at area businesses 
and community centers. 

In addition to abducted and 
missing children, the system can be 
used to get information out about a 
suspicious person, registered sex 
offender, missing senior, stolen 
auto, strong-arm robbery, wanted 
subject or for police safety. 

Antioch Police Chief Charles 
Watkins said, "Sheriff (Gary) Dclray 
of Lake County asked if we would be 



interested in the system, I think in 
part because of our location. There 
arc about 15 of these systems within 
Lake County and another couple in 
McHcnry. We will be the dispatch 
hub for Antioch, Lake Villa and 
Linden hurst." 

The advantage to police is that 
information can be shared more 
easily and quickly than before. "If 
you have to wait 8 hours to get the 
information out, you've reduced the 
probability of solving the situation 
by a lot," said Watkins. M We work 
hard on every case, but there's noth- 
ing more heart wrenching or with 
the immediate need to solve for an 
officer than that of a missing or 
abducted child." 

... In the situation of nrlftlssing 
person, family members can bring 
police a photo that wilt be scanned 
into the system along with perti- 
nent information such as name, 
age, physical description as well as 
other helpful details such as where 
the person was last seen and if that 
person requires medication. "The 
more information-we have, the 
better," said Somerville comment- 
ing about a full-body photograph 
of an individual striking a natural 
pose. 

SocialTech, ATT and Hewlett- 
Packard (used for the computer 
components) awarded the Antioch 
Police Dept. a grant for the $5,000 
system. There is a nominal yearly fee 
of about $100 and a 9-cent per call 
charge for system to system usq. 



Antioch high school 
construction underway

The board of education of 
Antioch Community High School 
(ACHS) Dist. 1 17 awarded a contract 
for earthwork and excavating on the 
second high school to Berger 
Excavating, and with that construc- 
tion is officially underway. 

Supt. Dennis Hockney had been 
adamant at a previous board meeting 
that the construction begin by the 
end of this month to avoid holding 
up not only the high school, but the 
Antioch-Lake Villa Center that will 
house the township offices of both 
communities plus the high school's 
administrative offices. It now appears 

that this goal will be met. 

"We got the permit from the 
Army Corp (of Engineers) signed off, 



and Lake County has issued a permit 
as well," said Hockney. "The ground 
work will begin any time now." 

The permit from the Army Corp 
had been delayed due to a number 
of complications, the last being that 
the Army Corp representative in 
charge of the high school's project 
left on paternity leave without sign- 
ing off on the permit. This put ACHS 
in the position of having to push the 
issue after it had already completed 
all the steps necessary to obtain the 
permit. 

Completing the utility portion of 
the second high school is imperative 
to the Antioch-Lake Villa Center as 
utilities are being supplied to the 
center from the high school.

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Fundraisers to be held for 
car crash victim Shadron

In (lie early hours of July 6, Russell (" 
Rusty") Shadron,. 22, fell asleep at the wheel. 
I lis car (lipped over, and after that, nothing in 
his life was the same. 

The young Lindenhurst resident— son of 
Warren ("Butch") Shadron, former 
Lindenhurst Park District treasurer, and his 
wife Lnura— had been an active, healthy and 
attractive senior at Western University. After 
the crash, doctors were uncertain of the qual- 
ity of life ahead for Shadron, or even if there 
would be a life at all. 

Me. was airlifted to Lutheran General 
Hospital, where a chaplain prepared the fami- 
ly for the possibility that he would not survive. 

Five days later, he came out of a coma, 
and now, less than three months later, he is 
walking with a cane, talking, and bit by bit 
regaining his strength and abilities. 

According to family friend Elizabeth 
Floershcimer, Shadron's recovery is nothing 
short of a miracle. 

"He's talking and walking, and getting 
back his short term memory," she said. His 
long-term memory was intact almost imme- 
diately. 

Floershcimer, who said she considers the 
Shadrons her "second family," became con- 
cerned for the financial future of the family. 

"In the first two weeks, not counting the 
cost of the Flight for Life transport, it cost over 



$200,000 for Rusty's medical care," she noted. 
Floershcimer estimates the hospitalization 
and long rehabilitation costs may have 
already reached near $600,000, and the end is 
not yet in sight. 

Floershcimer and her husband, Scotty, 
arc both in die restaurant business. Scotty is 
director of operations for Rainforest Cafe" in 
Chicago. 

The Flocrshcinicrs began fundraising by hold- 
ing an online auction of gift certificates from 
other restaurants. Then, they took the concept 
a step further. 

On Sunday, Oct. 7, at the Rainforest Cafe 
at 60S N. Clark St. in Chicago, a $100-a-platc 
dinner will be held, offering everything from a 
cocktail hour to a full-course meal. All of the 
funds raised will go to the Shadrons.

Resident questions ability 
to re-petition development

"It doesn't seem like good business to let 
some petition (to create a housing develop- 
ment) while they are still suing the village," 
said resident Marianne Guy, as she ques- 
tioned the board as to why Neumann Homes 
has been placed back on the planning zoning 
board agenda. 

"I was under the impression that every- 
thing was put on hold until the sewer and 
water easements have been settled," she said. 

Neumann Homes was told they could 
come in with a new petition when the other 
one was denied in June. That petition called 
for 1,309 homes on the Anest property and 
former Homer White Farm south of Rte. 173 
and east of the Eagle Ridge subdivision. 

Village attorney Donald Anderson 
responded, "Neumann Homes lias the same 
right to petition as would any other citizen. 
There is nothing in the ordinance that sewer 
and water be there at the preliminary plat." 

Anderson explained that an Illinois 



Supreme Court decision made this past 
March changes the ground rules for a peti- 
tioner seeking a special use. Under the new 
precedent, the burden to disallow is placed 
on the municipality instead of the other 
way. 

While the petition by Neumann Homes is 
allowed despite a $47 million lawsuit against 
the village, communications with Neumann 
Homes now goes through council where pre- 
viously it might have been direct. 

"My judgement has been all along that we 
don't benefit anything by delaying things," 
added Anderson. 

"The petition will be fully and fairly decided 
on merits, and that will resolve it one way or 
another," said Anderson. "Legal standards will 
be followed. ..If denied using those legal stan- 
dards, we'll have further defense in our case." 
The new petition, that will appear in a public 
hearing before the combined planning and 
zoning board on Oct. 1 1 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
commons of Antioch Community High 
School, calls fori 240 single-family homes on 
the 634-acre site.

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Township leaf burning 

allowed with permit

Though there is no township 
ordinance against leaf burning, 
Antioch Township residents must 
get a permit from the fire depart- 
ment to burn leaves and other 
landscape waste. There is no leaf 
burning within the Village of 
Antioch. 

"We ask that residents use com- 
mon sense and follow the state EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 
guidelines," said Antioch Fire Dept. 
Asst. Chief Don Champley. "This 
includes things like that the fire 
must be 50 feet or more away from 
any structure." 

Permits can be obtained in per- 
son at Antioch Fire Station 1 located 
at the intersection of Orchard and 
Holbek. There is no fee for the per- 
mit, and the application can be 
completed at the station. 



"Usually when we have to go 
and put out a fire, it's someone who 
hasn't gotten a permit from us," said 
Champley. Other scenarios include 
those who try to burn something 
other than landscape waste and a 
complaint is made. 

He added, "Those caught burn- 
ing anything other than landscape 
waste could be subject to a fine and 
banned from future permits." 

Champley said that even with a 
permit a resident is sometimes 
asked to put out a fire. "If there are 
people in the area with health prob- 
lems, we may ask their neighbors 
not to burn their leaves." 

A fire that is causing an abun- 
dance of smoke or smoldering may 
not be allowed to continue. 

"We answer all complaints we 
get in the township," said 
Champley. "Sometimes even with a 
permit, we can't allow a fire to 
burn."

pie of a youth who had never held a 
job, while his mother supported 
him working seven days a week.

Hie Antioch Police Dept. would like to 
warn potential donors against fraudulent 
appeals that seek to use the national tragedy 
at the World Trade Center and the Pentagon 
to take advantage of American generosity 
and concern. 

"The last thing we are trying to do is to 
have people avoid making contributions," 
said Detective Sgt. Craig Somerville. "It's a 
great thing. We just want to make sure the 
money gets to the right place." 

Somerville offers the following advice: 
be cautious of appeals that play heavily on 
emotions and say little about how the sup- 



port will be used; don't give credit card infor- 
mation over the phone or via e-mail to a mass 
appeal; and don't give cash. 

Additionally he suggested that checks 
and money orders only be made to the orga- 
nization and never to the individual collect- 
ing. 

When donating items such as food and 
clothing, ask how the organization plans to 
get the items to those in need. Be leery of 
organizations unable to provide details.

Images from around 
the whole world have been printed at one 
time or another on a postcard and they come 
in all shapes and sizes. 

Twentieth century photographer Walker 
Evans wrote, "postcards on their tinted sur- 
faces are the truest visual records ever made 
of any period." 

The Lake County Museum in Wauconda 
is the home of the largest postcard collection 
in the world. 

The collection, or archives, was named 
after Chicago postcard publisher and entre- 
preneur Curt Otto Teich. 

The collection includes 2.5 million post- 
cards, documents and the like relating to 
cards from the Teich Company in Chicago. 

More than 10,000 towns and cities in the 
U.S., Canada and 87 other countries are rep- 
resented in the collection. 



M We have postcards from everywhere, 
not just from the Teich Company. They just 
donated a bulk of what we have," said 
Katherine Hamilton-Smith, curator of histor- 
teal resources at the museum. 

The archive is considered one of 
America's premier image collections docu- 
hHHH| menting the 20th century. 

The world of commer- 
cial picture postcards first 
began in 1889 for the open- 
ing of the Eiffel Tower, the 
tallest structure at the time built by human 
hands. 

During the 1950s and 1960s the Paul 
Bunyan and Babe Statues were the second 
most photographed site in America, after 
Niagara Falls. 

Thus, the Eiffel Tower and Paul and Babe 
became American icons of travel in the early 

20th century. 

Travelers still purchase postcards for 
exactly the same reason they did at the turn 
of the century. They write to say "wish you 
were here" and "having a great time." 

Postcards came into existence thanks to 
two things, the lithography, a type of printing 
invented 200 years ago and photography, 
invented in 1839. 

Today pictures are so prevalent in our

Children's groups, such at Sverige Barnen (Swedish children), Vfir Blommah 
(Spring flower), and Forgat-Mej-Ej (forget-me-not) will perform, as will singers 
from the American Union of Swedish Singers and a band with zither players (a 
traditional European instrument). Performers will dance around the fountain 
near the Linnaeus sculpture. Many traditional Swedish songs celebrate the 
natural world, and especially flowers.

Chemotherapy is given to 
patients as tablets, or more com- 
monly, through an intravenous 
line.

Scott Markus, a 20 year- old resident of 
Muntlelein, has certainly planted his feet 
firmly into the film industry, creating and 
operating a film production company for 
over three years. 

"Writing is and has always been my main 
passion," according to Markus. "I think I first 
went to film and video as an alternative 
means to tell my stories, but then I found 
that it could be an art form on its own." 

Markus first learned linear editing from 
Tony Michael Fanner in 1997, which later led 
to the creation of Markus' own film compa- 
ny, Slim Pictures, in the summer of 1990. 

In the beginning, Markus wanted to create 
educational videos for Mundelcin High School. 
After completing a few projects for the school, 
additional clients came to him for his services, 
which turned into a full-time job. 

A variety of businesses, from internation- 
al clients such as ReMax and Mattler-Toledo 
Inc., to smaller companies and private indi- 
viduals sought out Markus' services. 

"Businesses want marketing tools like 
videos and information on CD-ROMS about 
their products or company," said Markus. "A 
lot of individuals are interested in keepsake 
videos that can act as a family heirloom and 
as a link between generations." 

In the past three years, Markus has com- 
pleted a little over 80 different projects, busi- 
ness related and personal. Currently, he is 
working on several projects for private com-

Markus wrote "The Property" about two 
brothers who inherit a piece of property in 
the middle of nowhere from an uncle they 
never knew. When they go to investigate their 
inheritance, strange paranormal things begin 
to happen. Markus chose to shoot the film in 
Door County Wisconsin, working with a one 
to two thousand dollar budget. 

After editing was completed, "The 
Property" first premiered at the Gorden 
Community Center in Lake Forest and was 
well received by it's audience. 

"For an small budget video, it got a really 
good review," said Markus, who was 
approached by Angoraland Productions and 
offered a job working on a television pilot for 
the Fox Network. Markus currently serves as 
Angoraland's production manger. 

He released his second film, a documen- 
tary titled "Voices From the Grave," in 2000. 
This piece of work covered eigtit of the most 
haunted areas in the Chicagoland area. 

Markus admits that he enjoyed doing this 
film and has always had a fascination with 
the paranormal. His passion started as a 
casual interest in the subject which later led 
him to hunt down as much information as he 
could find in books, historical records and 
through his personal experiences. 

Last year, Markus did a Halloween radio 
show, visiting several known haunted areas 
in Chicago and conducting investigations 
with the host, a psychic and other observers. 
Throughout the months of September, 
October and November, he spoke at various 
presentations about his paranormal experi- 
ences and shared his knowledge about local 
haunted areas. 

This year, Markus is kicking off his para- 
normal speaking tours in Libertyville on 
Sept. 27 at 7 p.m. at the Libertyville Civic 
Center. This will mark the first of several 
talks in Northern Illinois about the paranor- 
mal. Markus has several speaking engage- 
ments scheduled through January of next 
year.

world it is hard to imagine life without them. 

Before photography and even when it 
was first invented, only the rich could afford 
to decorate their house and their lives with 
paintings and pictures. The cards allowed 
people to see the world. 

The first postcard created and mailed 
without a picture was printed in France in 
1869. Originally called Correspondence 
Karte, the name was soon changed to 
Postcarte and has remained. 

People went wild for postcards and in the 
first three months of their existence, over 
three-million were sold. 

Today Americans send nearly three 
billion postcards a year. 

The first picture postcard was presented 
at the 1893 World's Colombian Expo in 
Chicago. In 1898, it cost one penny to mail a 
postcard. 

"For tiny towns in rural locations, like 
Lake County, postcards are sometimes the 
only pictures left to show how the area 
looked many years ago," said Hamilton- 
Smith. 

Before World War 1, people sent post- 
cards everyday. In a time before telephones, 
e-mail and fax machines, it was an easy and 
quick way to send messages. 

"Some people do not realize that post- 
cards were not only made for tourist attrac- 
tions, but at the turn of the century postcards 
had pictures of water towers, police stations 
and village halls," said Hamilton-Smith. 

A person in Antioch could send a card to 
a friend in Libertyville telling them they 
would be arriving on the 5 o'clock train. 

When postcards first came into existence, 
many people worried that strangers would 
read them since there was not an envelope. 



People were also concerned that the 
shortness of the postcard would cause people 
to forget how to write fine letters. 

lust look at what e-mail has done for us 
today, letter writing is almost extinct 

Since 1982, the Lake County Museum's 
archives building has housed the world and 
then some. In December of 1982, five semi 
trucks arrived overflowing with material 
from the Curt Teich Co. in Chicago. 

The museum also has a separate Lake 
County postcard collection, that is not part of 
the archive. 

The museum has a giant postcard display 
with some of the more appealing cards. 
Thousands of others are tucked away in the 
archive. 

"The archives are open to the public. 
Each card is categorized and entered into a 
data base to allow for easy access," said 
Hamilton-Smith. 

Jigsaw postcards and installments, indi- 
vidual cards that when put together create a 
picture, were made to get people to buy them 
just for the fun of it. 

Lake County is a picture book of post- 
cards. The Lake County Museum holds 
postcards of general stores, picnics, county 
fairs and even personal portraits and 
pictures. 

"These postcards give people a sense of 
what Lake County was like at the turn of the 
century. Many of the postcards are even 
written, stamped and dated," said Hamilton- 
Smith. 

Many of the cards were written when 
Grays lake was known as Gray's Lake, when 
Vemon Hills was Forest Hills, when Round 
Lake was Munger's Lake and Mundelein was 
Mechanic's Grove.

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Ex-New Yorker sees symbol of America dashed forever

Like everyone else my wife and I were 
profoundly affected by the horrific tragedy in 
New York and Washington. 

Cindy and 1 are native New Yorkers, who 
for the past 1 1 years have been fortunate to 
live in the Third Lake-Grayslake community. 
While living in or visiting the New York metro 
area, the twin towers are ever present. 
Although located at the fool of Manhattan, 
they can be seen for over 50 miles if a clear 
view is available. They could be seen in televi- 
sion panoramas from Meadowlands Stadium 
in New Jersey, from the Tappan Zee Bridge in 
Westchester County, from areas along the 
Connecticut and Long Island shorelines. 

This is similar to viewing the tips of the 
Sears and Hancock buildings from Illinois 
Beach State Park. Like the Sears Tower, the 
Hancock Building, Soldier Field, the Water 
Tower, they were symbols of New York City. But 
they were more. Because of their proximity to 
Lady Liberty and Ellis Island, the twin towers 
were truly symbols of America. 

Years ago when travelers arrived in New 
York Harbor by ship they were greeted to New 
York and the United States by the Statue of 
Liberty. Up until the terrorist attack, the first 
view of our country by airline passengers 
arriving in the New York metro airports from 
Europe were the World Trade Center Towers. 
Because of the sheer size and prominence in 
the New York skyline, they were used by these 
travelers as signposts to Udy Liberty. 



The New York skyline has been changed 
forever, America has been changed forever. A 
symbol of our freedom and prosperity has 
been eradicated. I have read that the World 
Trade Center will be rebuilt. Such an action 
will serve as a fitting monument to those inno- 
cent victims and their rescuers who lost their 
lives that infamous day. 

A personal note, during the years 1975 
through 1979 I worked in tower two (the 
south tower). Insurance Services Office was an 
original tenant of the 19th and 20th floors. 
Through my window, I watched building five 
being constructed. The images on television 
fail to portray the proximity of the structures 
in the World Trade Center complex, or the size 
of the towers from ground level. It is difficult 
for me to imagine how the shattered 1 10 floors 
of each tower can fit into the concourse. 

Although, luckily, no family members or 
close associates were affected by the calamity, 
I feel a deep loss as a former New Yorker and 
an American. 

After the events of Sept. 11, Cindy 
reminded me of a paperweight I had in the 
bookshelf. While working at the Trade Center, 
office expansion of our floors was occurring. 
To supply offices and cubicles with power and 
communication, holes were bored into the 
floor to access the conduit containing electri- 
cal and telephone lines. Some of the employ- 
ees picked up the resultant cores and used 
them as paperweights I realized that I held in 
my hands a piece of the lower which I had just 
seen crashing to the ground on live TV.

arc included at each interchange area. 

IL 83/US 45 with US 12: Additional lanes 
along US 12, IL53, IL83, IL21, IL60, St/Mary's 
Road, IL 137, Interstate 94 and a new highway 

bypassing downtown Mundelein. 

Both finalists include 74 miles of roadway 
upgrades (Baseline) that are expected to be 
constructed regardless of other improvements. 
Also added to the recommendations are 
improvements to bus and rail service, valued at 
$700 million dollars. "Every LCTIP alternative 
includes substantial improvements to existing 
roadways and transit," said Harmet. 

LCTIP is a joint effort of the Illinois 
Department of Transportation and the Illinois 
State Toll Highway Authority. Its mission is to 
define the major congestion problems, rec- 
ommend a package of improvements, make a 
decision regarding the IL 53 Extension and 
provide information to the county and others.

America awakes 
to changed world 

What next, America? 
President George W. Bush spelled out in measured, 
resolute words the United States response to global 
terrorism, calling our nation to wnr in no uncertain 
terms. "Freedom and fear are at war... We will not tire, we will not 
falter and we will not fail." 

As grieving continues and security agencies gather evidence as 
to the perpetrators of the unbelievable, despicable acts of Sept. II, 
America resumes it's every day life, not a normalcy to be sure, but a 
resumption of the familiar cadence of life in America. That is 
good. 

A commentator remarked of the devastation and sacrifice of 
human life, "America received a wake up call. We paid a terrible 
price, but it was a wake up call that resonates across the land." 

A changed nation has emerged from the ruins in New York City 
and the Pentagon. Old Glory is flying high again. The outpouring 
of donations to relief agencies is heartwarming. Volunteerism as a 
spirit of the land has been reignhed. There is a noticeable tone of 
civility in daily discourse. Back in style is old-fashioned flag wav- 
ing, public prayer, and the singing and playing of patriotic music 

that stirs the soul. 

Here in northeastern Illinois, Lakeland residents arc on the 

front line of a global conflict like never before. Targets for terror 
are in our midst — the skyscrapers of Chicago, a major military in- 
stallation, a complicated system of super highways and public 
transportation, a stockpile of spent nuclear material. An air of po- 
litical detachment, economic self-satisfaction after a decade of 
prosperity, and smugness over mid-continent insulation evapo- 
ratated on the morning of Sept. 1 1. 

Those among us who lived through World War II, know that 
everyone has a job to do in the call to arms. Supporting our na- 
tional leaders and backing a bi-partisan military and foreign policy 
is vital. We can butress the economy by continuing normal pur- 
chasing practices, prudent investing in the stockmarkct and re- 
sumption of customary air travel habits. Every American needs to 
stand tall in protecting our fundamental freedoms and constitu- 
tional rights. 

As President Bush exhorted, now is not the time to waver or 
doubt about what is right and good about America. We must not 
falter. We cannot fail. 



Poison pill' now 
state's offering 

It took a long time coming, but writers of a highway study group 
report finally admitted that extension of controversial Rte. 53 
will have considerable impact on the environment. The ad- 
mission came as part of a 500 page document released by the 
Lake County Transportation Improvement project. 

Basically, the report took a "name your poison" stance, con- 
cluding that Rte. 53 construction will impact wetlands adversely 
while wideningpf existing highways like Rtes. 45 and 83 will dis- 
place more people and businesses. 

Choose your poison: Displace people or wetlands. 
Now on public display, the report funded jointly by the Illinois 
Dept. of Transportation (IDOT) and the Illinois State Toll Highway 
Authority, will be the subject of public hearings Oct. 23 and 25. 

More than 10 years ago, Rte. 53 opponents pointed out threats 
to the environment and wetlands posed by the Rte. 53 plans, which 
calls for construction parallel to an existing toll way, an unprece- 
dented situation in the U.S. At that time, Rte. 53 foes pointed out 
that 2,800 existing wetlands either would be damaged or de- 
stroyed. That figure never has been refuted, to our knowledge. 
Likewise, building another to 1 1 way in Lake County never has been 
addressed fully by the Environment Protection Agency. 

Cost of extending Rte, 53 northward from Lake-Cook Rd. to a 
point south of Grayslake has escalated wildly. Early on, the cost 
was estimated at around $2 billion. Now the cost is pegged at $861 
million in the report. Opponents say the current cost estimate is 
an example of the bias toward construction of Rte. 53. 

Whether the Rte. 53 plan can pass wetlands muster needs to be 
known by citizens who have been recruited through a relentless, 
decade-long public relations campaign to support the new high- 
way corridor. Given the truth about environmental impact, atti- 
tudes toward Rte. 53 might be different. "Build 53 Now" bumper 
stickers could well be replaced by "Save Our Wetlands" stickers. 
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Rage engulfing 

the subdivisions 
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Road rage is being replaced 
by subdivision rage. Or so 
it seems. 
Call what's happening 
"The Story of Angry Neighbor- 
hoods." 

What's got the dander up arc 
changing traffic patterns brought on 
by what's happening outside the 
subdivisions. Those suburban en- 
claves are designed to be serene 
sanctuaries. People are going 
bonkers because their neighbor- 
hoods aren't serene anymore. 

Typically, once quiet subdivi- 
sion streets are being turned into 
busy boulevards by motorists seek- I 
ing short cuts to avoid congested | 
main highways. More and more 
parents are alarmed at how in- 
creased traffic and stepped-up 
speeds threaten the well being of 
their children. 

Gale Jelinek took matters into 
her one hands and erected a Slow 
Down sign in her neighborhood, the 
Oak Knoll Dr. area of Lake Villa. She 
got the attention of both the mayor 
and the chief of police. 

Usually, though, neighbors band 
together to fight speeding and traffic 
created by non-residents. Residents 
of unincorporated Fisher Subd vi- 
sion are incensed with officials of 
the Village of Volo over their refusal 
to control traffic created by a new 
Home Depot store. 

They're angry about store traffic 
spilling out on to a once quiet coun- 
try road and stitngers cutting 
through their neighborhood to 
avoid a new traffic signal erected on 
Rte. 1 2. Their solution is adoption 
of a plan to close the local road and 
.force traffic on the highway. 

A neighborhood group in 
Grayslake, up- in- arms over the inef- 
fectiveness of "temporary" gate 
placed in 1998 to control non-local 
traffic, pressured village officials into 
. installing an earthen berm to divert 
vehicles. 

Ubertyville Trustee Dean Lar- 
son, a retired teacher, hopes an edu- 
cational approach through distribu- 
tion of cards and signs will pay divi- 
dends to get transient traffic cutting 
through subdivisions back on feeder 
streets and main highways. "Short 
cuts are really 'long cuts'," maintains 
Larson who has measured the dis- 
tance of subdivision drive-throughs 
and found them to be longer than 
traveling Milwaukee Ave., the road- 
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way innovative motorists are trying 
to avoid. "It's purely d illusions]," in- 
sists Larson, who hands out sample 
"Caution" and "Slow Down" cards to 
get drivers to stop, look and listen. 
Larson also wants to make sure that 
traffic signs are at the right height to 
be observed and not hidden by tree 
limbs. 

Larson finds it humorous that 
Ubertyville has more hills than Ver- 
non Hills and more rolling streets 
than Rolling Meadows. Could it be 
that the non-local drivers are enjoy- 
ing the scenery rather than seeking 
short cuts? 

If a neighborhood is unsafe be- 
cause of speeding, then it's not a 
haven. That's the rub these days in 
more and more subdivisions.

ince this is National Pet Peeve 
Week, I get to vent one of mine. 1 

am constantly annoyed at the way 
KijJ television gives us the "tail credits'* 
at the end of movies and other produc- 
tions, rolling them so fast a viewer can't 

read them. 

Also known as the "credit crawl," the 
lengthy list of cast members and behind- 
the-scenes workers lasts about five rhin- < 
utes in the theaters, but the television people often whip 
through them in 20 or 30 seconds. Thus, they have time to slip 
in a few more commercials. 

I happen to be a fan of the end credits. They are informa- 
tive, telling us, for example, that a scene in "Trains; Planes & 
Automobiles" was shot in Gurnee, and scenes from "Ground- , 
hog Day" were filmed in Waukegan and Woodstock, the latter 

city posing as Punxsutawney, Pa. 

Also, some funny little surprises may be lurking in those 
few minutes and the hundred or more names that follow a film. 
If it's a comedy the creators sense of spoof is likely to spill over 

into the credits. 

This is especially, true in movies directed by Jim Abrahams 
and produced by Jerry and David Zucker, three of Milwaukee's 
gifts to Hollywood. They collaborated on the "Naked Gun" 
movies in which Leslie Nielsen so comically portrayed Lt. Frank 
Drebin, a bumbling law officer. 

Abrahams also directed "Hot Shots," a takeoff on fighter-pi : 
lot movies starring Charlie Sheen. The credits ended with this 
message: H lf you had left this theater when these credits began, 

you'd be liome now." 

Almost all theatergoers do leave during the credits, but not 
me. I wind up sitting there alone, reading until the last name is 
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dropped and the ushers are checking to 
see if I'm awake. 

In the 1994 "Naked Gun" movie, 
wading through the sea of credits we 
came across: Body Makeup, Kaori Turn- 
er. Too Much Makeup: Tammy Faye 
Bakker. Kiss and Makeup: Burt and Loni. 
The credits kept rolling, then suddenly 
were interrupted by, "Geez, these credits 
are long." A little later "Don't leave yet." 
Credits include such esoteric titles as Foley artist, boom opera- 
tor, key grip, gaffer and best boy, the latter being a euphemism 
for "gofer. ■ After one Abrahams movie the best boy's name was 
followed by. Best Pitcher Dwight Goodeh; Best Shortstop: Felix 
Mantilla; and Worst Boy: Adolph Hitler. 

Producers sometimes have fun with disclaimers. For exam- 
ple: In "Dungeons & Dragons," "no dragons or other animals 
were hurt or injured during the making of this motion picture." 

In "Lobster Man from Mars, 1 * "no lobsters were harmed 
during this production. Only eaten." 

In "Canadian Bacon," "no Canadians were harmed in this 

production." 

In the animated cartoon, "Cats Dont Dance," "no animals 
were harmed in making this film. Although, a few had to be 

erased and redrawn." 

In "Sgt. Bilko," "the film makers gratefully acknowledge the 
total lack of cooperation from the United States Army."

much better than a child does. Once a child 
hears something very scary, it can become, 
an obsessive thought and continue to be 
frightening for a long time. They are talking 
about terrifying things on the news. They 
refer to details of "Ground Hero," in a rather 
gruesome way at times. I am certain it is 
being done just to report what is occurring, 
but 1 think the news is not as censored as it 
might usually be. For this reason, I think you 
need to protect your children from this. You 
can be the filter. You can explain what is 
happening without them actually hearing it 
from the news announcer. Watch the news 
after they go to sleep or when they are not 
home. Make sure the news is quiet enough 
that the kids don't lay in their beds, wide- 
eyed, listening to the horrific details. 

Additionally, for your kids and yourself, 
you need to get away from this eveiy so 

often. Immersing yourself in it icn'l helping 

anyone. It fs not healthy to make it the only' - 
thing you are doing together. The night- 
mares are a sure sign that it is too much 
already. I wrote last week about how it was 
hard for me to leave the television for 
tremendous guilt feelings I had about the 
people who could not get away from it 
Those who lost someone. I still feel tremen- 
dous feelings of sadness and pain for those 
people, and will for a very long time, but as I 
said last week, it is not helping them for me 
or you to be immersed in it too. It is not 
helping them to have your children be terri- 
fied. You do have to get away from it for time 
periods and although it might sound callous 
(I hope it doesn't,) life has to go on. 

Laughter has to go on. Relationships have 
to go on. If we allow all of those things to 
stop because we are all immersed in this 
thing on an everyday basis, we are allowing 
those terrorists to do far more damage than 

they even know. 

So, filter the info for your kids. Let them 
help out in some way to help the victims. 
Kids have been making lemonade stands, 
coffee stands, etc. and making a lot of 
money for the relief effort. That way, they 
can feel special about doing something to 
help without feeling like they are drowning 

in it 

With regard to the nightmares, talk to 
your kids about the nightmares. Help them 
sort them out and diffuse them the best you 
can. If the nightmares continue, call and we 
can set up a meeting to help these kids. 
Don't worry about feeling guilty now. You 
did what you thought was right and that is 
the best all parents can do. lust do some 
damage control and things will get better.

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Health Department urges parents to help children cope with trauma

The Lake County Health Department/ 
Community Health Center is encouraging 
parents to help their children cope with trau- 
ma in the aftermath of the attacks on the 
World Trade Center and the Pentagon. "At a 
time like this, it is important for us to listen 
carefully to our children and allow them to 
express their feclings,whether they feel shock, 
fear, anger, denial, guilt or depression," said 
Dale Galassie, the Health Department's 
Executive Director. "How we help children 
deal with grief and loss plays a role in how 
they develop coping skills as they mature." 
Following are some suggestions: 
•Listen to your children, hut don't force 
them to share; let it come naturally. One of 
the most important needs after a trauma is to 
talk about the event — often. It may be diffi- 
cult Tor you to hear about, or you may tire of 
hearing the same story, but talking is a crucial 
part of recovery. Be supportive and sympa- 



thetic, but avoid overreacting. Don't try to 
make it okay; let them express fears, thoughts 
and worries. 

•Give honest information about the 
tragedy and deaths based on the child's 
maturity level. Always be truthful. Avoid 
euphemisms with children. Tell the child that 
someone died rather than saying someone 
"went to sleep" or "went away" because 
younger children will wonder when they are 
coming back or be hurt that they left without 
saying goodbye. 

Keep all promises you make to your chil- 
dren. In other words, do not make promises 
you cannot keep. It is important that your 
children can count on you when all else is in 
chaos. 

•It's okay to tell your child that you don't 
have all the answers to his or her questions. 
Validate their thoughtful questioning. 

•Be available to talk to your kids. Talk 



about the loss/trauma as a family. Sharing 
can be very healing for everyone. Silence can 
make children feel isolated, and may convey 
the message that they should limit their 
grieving. 

•Very young children, who may not have 
the verbal skills to express their feelings, may 
express them through other means such as 
play-acting and/or drawing, help them name 
what they are expressing. 

•Older children are drawn together in sit- 
uations of tragedy and will draw strength and 
support from each other. Give liberty to 
teenagers around how they make themselves 
feel better, i.e. turning the stereo on loud, 
talking on the phone more than usual to their 
friends. All them privacy (both in physical 
space and to deal with their feelings) if they 
need it. 

•Death in a child's life is inevitable and 
means different things to children at different 



ages. Young children (age 1-5) grieve for the 
threat to their security, while children 6 years 
of age and older grieve more for the actual 
loss. 

•If children indicate in any way that they 
want help or counseling, get it for them 
immediately. Most children are hesitant to 
ask openly for formal counseling, so if this 
happens, consider it a blatant cry for help. 

•Don't expect your child to take care of 
your fears, i.e. don't keep your child home 
from school because you arc afraid to be sep- 
arated from him or her. Find help to cope 
with your fears.

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After decades as merely a low-cost alter- 
native to wood, vinyl siding is moving into 
better neighborhoods. 

Premium vinyl siding, with thicker-gauge 
material and improved designs, including 
wider "butts" to help the siding hold its 
shape, is aimed at upscale homeowners who 
like the idea of never having to paint the out- 
side of their house or pay someone else to do 
it. 

"With vinyl siding, more weight and a 
bigger butt are desirable characteristics," says 
Gary Hcitsch, marketing services manager for 
Rollex Corporation, a siding systems manu- 
facturer in suburban Chicago. The butt is the 
bottom portion of the siding profile, extend- 
ing farthest from the wall. 

To be certified by the Vinyl Siding Insti- 
tute, vinyl siding must be at least .035 inch (35 
mils) thick. Siding sold in the U.S. typically 
ranges from .038 inch (38 mils) up to .055 
inch (55mils) in thickness. 

To an extent, the thicker the vinyl, the 
more resistant it is to sagging, bowing (aJso 
called "Oil canning"), and buckling. But some 
experts say the very thickest siding isn't worth 
the cost and can look less natural, that is, less 
like wood, especially where panels overlap, 
according to the 'Journal of Light Construc- 
tion, a magazine for professional builders. 

According to the magazine, the width of 
the butt is perhaps more important than vinyl 
thickness for achieving the rigidity that allows 
the siding to "hang straight," as builders say, 



with the crisp clean lines and sharp details of 
wood boards. In the U.S., vinyl butt dimen- 
sions range from about 3/8-inch to 3/4-inch. 

Stiffness is also affected by the profile of 
the lock, the edges where adjoining siding 
panels snap together. 

Among the new premium vinyl sidings 
that address these issues are the Chestnut Hill 
and Eagle series from Rollex. In both, the 
vinyl is .046-inch (46 mils) thick, with a 3/4- 
inch butt dimension and a large interlocking 
mechanism for secure panel-to-panel con- 
nections. 

The new sidings boast a dozen subtle, 
nature-inspired colors never before seen in 
vinyl siding, the company says. Formulated 
to create a warm, inviting aura, the delicate 
new color palette takes its cue from the nat- 
ural elements that surround a home, which 
are also inspiring other residential color 
trends. 

Vinyl siding comes in profiles to comple- 
ment different architectural styles: double 4- 
inch, a traditional clapboard look; double 5- 
inch, a wider traditional clapboard for larger 
homes and double 4-1 /2-inch Dutch lap, a 
colonial American style marked by an in- 
wardly angled "cove" along the top edge of 
the panel.

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Insurance underwriting credit discrimination banned

Rep. Timothy Osmond (R-Antioch) took 
action abusive insurance under- j 
writing practices and proposed 
legislation that was signed into law 
prohibiting insurance companies 
from using credit scoring as the 
sole basis of issuing or renewing 
personal lines policies. ' 

"Some companies were non- 
renewing long-term customers 
simply because of lack of credit 
information," said Osmond. 

Osmond said that this was a 
new underwriting tool for many 
insurance companies, and that credit rating 
companies like Trans Union and Equifax 
said they could determine future losses 
based on credit scores. According to 






Osmond 



Osmond, when asked, these credit rating 
companies would say that their formulas 
were proprietary and would not disclose 
information. 

He explained that something 
as simple as automobile shop- 
ping can negatively affect one's 
credit score. "I bet you didn't 
know that if you went shopping 
for a car over the next couple of 
weeks and talked to a couple of 
different dealers, and told them 
you wanted a firm price, that it 
would adversely affect your credit 
score by them checking your 
credit." 

M We were concerned about a 
number of things," said Osmond. "We wanted 
to make sure that insurance companies were 
not allowed to use this as their sole criteria. 
Some people, say those that are fairly wealthy 




and pay cash for everything, wouldn't have a 
lot of credit information and could be either 
not accepted or non-renewed based on that 
sole criteria." 

He added, "We also wanted to make sure 
that this wasn't used to discriminate on a 
racial, gender or financial basis." 

The new law further prohibits companies 



from using income, sex, race, gender or 
national origin in their credit modeling. When 
requested, insurance companies must pro- 
vide credit information. 

"This is to protect consumers," said 
Osmond. "There were people not under- 
standing why they hadn't been renewed by 
their insurance companies."

Q # l have moved to this area recently from out (if 
• state. I worked for a company in a small town 
where practically everyone knew my business. In 
my case, it was one of the reasons I moved away. I 
left one day rather abruptly leaving no notice for my 
employer or co-workers. My last day ol' work was on 
a Friday. I received my paycheck like every other 
Friday so 1 was owetl no pay. 1 didn't feel 1 owed 
anyone, anything and 1 didn't want anyone to know 
where I moved to. I am settled in to a new job in a 
new Mate and left my past behind until today when 
1 realized that 1 will have no way of getting my 2<M)I 
tax form .sent to me without informing my old 
employer of my whereabouts. Do you know of any 
way 1 can avoid them finding out where I am? 

A. For what ever the reason, you must have had 
• some pretty specific cause for wanting to dis- 
appear. There are two possibilities ... in doing so you 
either caused more attention to yourself, or haven't 
realized that perhaps no one is dwelling on your 
departure. If you are concerned about people know- 
ing your whereabouts lor issues involving your safety

VViih cold weather approaching, it's time 
to winterize your home. Here are 1 ways 
that the Department of Energy recommends 
lowering your energy costs and making your 
home more comfortable. 

1. Utility room: Typically, 44 percent of 
your utility bill goes for heating and cooling. 
Clean the furnace filter monthly. For maxi- 
mum efficiency, move furniture and drapes 
away from air ducts or radiators. Water 
heaters account for about 14 percent of your 
utility bill. Wrap insulation around your 
heater and lower the temperature to 1 15 F. 
Drain a quart of water from the tank every 
three months to remove sediment that low- 
ers the unit's efficiency. 

2. Living areas: Lower your thermostat to 
72 F during the day. At night and when 
you're away from home, lower it to 65 F. Bet- 
ter yet, install a programmable thermostat to 
adjust the temperature automatically. Low- 
ering the temperature for eight hours can 
save roughly 1 percent of your home's heat- 
ing bill for each degree set back. 

3. Bathroom: Repair leaky faucets and 
take more showers than baths. Bathing uses 
at least 50 percent more hot water than a 
five-minute shower. Install a low-flow show- 
er head for additional savings. 

4. Attic: Insulation over the heated part 
of the house should be at least 6 inches thick. 
Exposed ducts in attics and crawl spaces typ- 
ically account for 15 percent of the air loss in 
a home. They should be sealed and insulated 
;by a qualified professional. 
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5. Windows and doors: Drafts around 



windows and doors can account for 10 per- 
cent to 25 percent of your heating bill. Re- 
place damaged or missing weather-strip- 
ping. If you have storm windows, install 
them in the fall. 

6. Exterior: Look for missing or loose sid- 
ing. If your home has a stucco exterior, caulk 
any cracks. Check your roofing and flashing 
for missing shingles and signs of deteriora- 
tion. Clean your gutters and down spouts. 
Trapped rainwater can freeze and back up, 
damaging the roof and causing leaks that 
ruin insulation and lead to dry rot. 

7. Plumbing: Openings for plumbing ac- 
count for 13 percent of the air leaks in a 
home and should be sealed. In colder cli- 
mates, drain and shut off sprinkler systems 
to prevent frozen and broken pipes. 

8. Lighting: Replace incandescent light 
bulbs with fiuorescents, which last longer 
and use less energy. Plug unused electrical 
outlets to keep cold air from coming in 
through sockets. 

9. Appliances: Appliances account for 
about 20 percent of your home's energy use. 
Refrigerators and clothes dryers are at the 
top of the list. To lower your costs, clean your 
refrigerator's condenser coils in the fall. 
Wash and dry full laundry loads and use your 
dishwasher's air dry cycle. 

10. Fireplaces: Fireplaces account for 14 
percent of the heat loss in a home. Keep your 
fireplace damper closed unless a fire is going. 

By handling a few of these chores now 
you could save yourself some cold cash this 

winter.

Beat frost! Plant, fertilize for fast start 



Take advantage of the fall planting season 
for deciduous plant material. Without leaves, 
the plant is under less stress, yet roots are still 
growing. The soil is often in better planting 
condition than in spring, when it may be satu- 
rated from rains or melting snow. Be aware 
that some tree varieties (mainly willows, oaks 
and birch) cannot be transplanted in the fall. 

Know the growth habits and needs of or- 
namentals and trees before the purchase is 
made and the installation performed. What 
will be the mature size of the tree? Will it be too 
large for the intended planting area? Will it 
block desirable views? What are the mainte- 
nance requirements? Is the needed mainte- 
nance in your budget? Also, does the plant 
bear fruit that will mess up a patio or deck? 
And lastly, what are the needs of the tree? If it 
does not like wet soils, is the chosen location 
appropriate? The right tree in the right place 
will provide years of enjoyment and benefits. 
Do not be forced to cut down a beautiful tree 
because of a past planting mistake. 

When there is less tban one inch of rain, 
continue watering your landscape each week 
until winter. Conifer and broadleaf evergreens 
especially need the absorbed water to better 
handle winter's drying winds. Start early since 
the water needs to be in the plant when winter 



arrives, not simply in the soil. 

Fertilize deciduous plants. Root growth is 
most heavy during the cooler fall months 
though the tops of plants have begun to go 
dormant. A balanced fertilizer works best, but 
nitrogen is most essentia] to many plants in 
the Lakeland area. 

Fertilize your lawn soon after the first frost. 
As with trees, root growth continues while top 
growth slows. An application of a slow-release 
fertilizer, with a 2- 1 -3 ratio supplying 1 pound ' f 
of nitrogen per 1000 square feet, will encour- 
age this root growth and a thicker lawn next 
spring. 

Mulch (no more titan 3 to 4 inches) 
around newly-planted trees and shrubs to 
moderate soil temperature flucuations during 
freezing/thawing cycles, placing it a minimum 
of 3 inches away from the trunks.

For the past 100 years, Chicago Furnace 
Supply in Mundelein and Lisle, have "been pro

to sound masonry joo 

Necessity is the mother of invention, and, in 

the instance of Blackstone Masonry in 
Lincolnshire, necessity began a new company.

Four years ago Scott Mackey, owner of 
Mackey Landscapes, Inc., "Found that he 
wanted more control of the quality of mate 
rials used and to have greater control in his 
ability to schedule work. He found that he 
often had to wait. So, to better serve our 
clients, he started his own masonry compa- 





ny," relocated John Evans, 
construction/project manager. 

Included in their capabilities, Blackstone 
Masonry does concrete, both patios and dri- 
veways, specializing in natural stone patios, 
walkers, clay and brick pavers. This compa- 
ny services clients in both Lake and Cook 
County, as well as 
several jobs in the 
Wisconsin area. 

"When we are 
contacted by a 
client we meet at 
our Design Re- 
source Center to go 
over the project to 
really And out what 
their needs might 
be. We go from 
there to design, ma- 
terial choices and 
on to scheduling. To 
give you an idea, an 
average size patio of 20'x20\ about 400 sq. 
ft., in natural stone would take about four 
days to complete. By having our own com- 
pany we have the ability to give our clients 
flexibility in scheduling and an assurance of 
timely completion of the job," added John. 

"A concrete driveway doesn't have to 
look like every other driveway on the block. 
There are ways t individualize these," ex- 
plained John. There are patterns and scoring 
that can be added or applied to the wet con- 
crete to give a totally unique look. The pat- 
terning can give the look of brickwork. Add 
to that the ability to stain the concrete and 
there can be an even more realistic look. In 
addition to this there is a process where the 
aggregate, the specific stones chosen by the 
customer, can be exposed by washing the 
sand out of the concrete, giving a pebbled 
exterior. 

Working with natural stone, though, is 
the specialty of Blackstone Masonry. Most of 
the materials used are from Wisconsin. 



These arc natural materials that have weath- 
ered much of the same elements that indi- 
viduals in Illinois would experience. 

The most popular stones are bluestone, 
a sandstone dense enough to border on slate 
with the same blue/grey coloring. Included 
in their materials are Fon Du Lac Stone, 
from Fon Du Lac, Wi, Eden Stone, from 
Eden, Wi, and Oakfield Stone, a Wisconsin 
limestone that varies in color from purplish 
grey to light beige. These stones also vary in 
texture. John said, "We keep samples in our 
Design Center so the customers will have a 
better idea of all the variations in stone avail- 
able." 

Installation of a natural stone patio or 
walkway involves much preparation. "We 
first install a gravel base compacted to 6", on 
top of that is 1 /2" non-limestone screening, 
it's almost like coarse sand. Then we set the 
bluestone which goes anywhere from 1-1 
1/2" thick." John explained. "In our climate 
the reason we do the gravel and sand is be- 
cause we have a freeze/ frost cycle. There will 
be moisture in the ground below the patio. 
When it freezes it pushes up. When there is a 
frost it settles. With a sand-set patio if some 
of the stones resettle unevenly we can pop 
out the stone, add more sand and reset. You 
can't do that with concrete set stones. The 
concrete will eventually buckle and the only 
solution is to break up the concrete and 
stones and start all over." 

"We have three crews working all season 

long. The season really 
goes from March to No- 
vember, and we find 
ourselves working full 
time from the start. 
Blackstone has found its 
niche in this market- 
place and it fits what we 
have been doing for the 
past 10 years," told 
Scott Mackey, owner. 
"We are growing at a 
rate of 25% each year 
and anticipate contin- 
ued growth in the fu- 
ture."

Three and a half years ago, Hugh O'Conncll 
id Mat( Fill opened die doors of New Visions 
Custom Cabinets and Millwork in Lake Villa. 

Hi esc two friends decided that after 1 1 
years working for other cabinet companies they 
were ready to begin a company of their own. 
Matt told, M We saved up and wanted to give 
ourselves the opportunity of owing our own 
company. We thought we could do something 
special.'* 

While they had great experience in wood- 
working, both building and finishing, they 
found challenges in managing the day-to-day 
office work. "The easiest thing for us to do was 
building the cabinets," Matt said. "The office 
work, the taxes and the day-to-day operations, 
all the hats you have to wear and the time-con- 
suming nature of office work surprised us. This 
has been a learning process in office manage- 
ment.** 

Both Malt and Hugh have found that what 
they enjoy the most is working with their cus- 
tomers from design concept to completion.
